Indochina War 


SAIGON CAP) - U.S. B52 
bombers retaliated Friday with 
their heaviest raids of the war 
a g a i n s t North Vietnamese 
forces pushing through South 
Vietnam’s 
northern 
defense 
line. The thrust was contained. 


Seventy-five 
of 
the 
B52 
Stratofortresses dropped nearly 
2,000 tons of bombs on North 
Vietnamese troop positions and 
staging areas. 


The 
enemy 
concentrations 
threatened 
the 
old 
imperial 
capital of Hue from the north 
at the My Chanh defense line 
and from the west in the moun­ 
tains and foothills leading from 
the A Shau Valley. 


The North Vietnamese push 
from the north was the biggest 
there in a month. 


Gen. Creighton W. Abrams, 
the U.S. commander in Viet­ 
nam, ordered every available 
B52 bomber into the northern 
sector. 
The intensity of the 
N o r t h 
Vietnamese 
thrust, 
coupled with recent movement 
of enemy artillery toward the 
My 
Chanh 
defense 
line, 
prompted speculation that it 
might be the start of a long- 


awaited attempt to take Hue,25 
miles south of the line. But al­ 
lied officers said it was too ear­ 
ly to tell. 


S o u t h 
Vietnamese 
para­ 
troopers holding the line south­ 
west of Highway 1 claimed 100 
enemy were killed, and officers 
said 
North 
Vietnamese 
ar­ 
mored vehicles were knocked 
out in fighting on both sides of 
the My Chanh River. 


A communique from the Sai­ 
gon command said the North 
Vietnamese 
armored 
vehicles 
knocked out included 13 tanks 
destroyed with U.S. air support. 


The communique said one 
South Vietnamese soldier was 
killed and nine were wounded, 
but field reports indicated the 
government 
casualties 
were 
higher. 
The 
Saigon 
commu­ 
nique did not mention heavy 
North Vietnamese artillery at­ 
tacks on the northern line. 


On the western flank of Hue, 
South Vietnamese infantrymen 
b a t t l e d North Vietnamese 
troops for seven hours near 
Firebase King, 12 miles south­ 
west of the city. 


‘Bring Out The Gowns9 


MIAMI, 
Fla. 
(AP)—Two 
Miami Beach ordinances out­ 
lawing 
female 
impersonation 
were struck down Thursday, 
prompting cheers of “bring out 
the gowns” from gay activist 
leaders who feared arrest at 
national political conventions in 
Miami Beach. 


U.S. District Court Judge Wil­ 
liam O. Mehrtens ruled the two 
laws invalid on grounds they 
were vague, overbroad and dis­ 
criminated against men. He en­ 
joined police from basing ar­ 
rests on them. 


“You mean you’re not in 
drag 
yet, 
honey?” 
exulted 
C h a r l e s 
A. 
Lamont, 
30, 
“spokesperson” for the Nation­ 
al Coalition of Gay Organ­ 
izations, on the courthouse lawn 
immediately following the rul­ 
ing. 


Robert Barry, 26, president of 
the Gay Activist Alliance of 
Miami 
and 
Lamont’s 
room­ 
mate, shouted: “Bring out the 
gowns" 
A colleague, quickly 
responded by pulling from a 
brown paper bag a sequinned, 
black velvet gown. 


Bruce Rogow of Miami, attor- 


ney for the American Civil Lib­ 
erties 
Union, 
filed 
the 
suit 
which led to the ruling for the 
ACLU in behalf of Lamont and 
Barry. 


One law stricken by the judge 
made it illegal for a man to im­ 
personate a woman; the second 
outlaws a man “wearing a 
dress not becoming to his sex.” 


City officials said no decision 
was made immediately to ap­ 
peal the ruling or seek enact­ 
ment of new ordinances. The 
City Council is scheduled to 
meet Friday.

Food Price Debate 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Cost of living Council Thurs­ 
day debated a recommendation 
for “firm and immediate ac­ 
tion" to slow the rise in food 
prices, but there was no in­ 
dication the council was ready 
to act. 


“The options are still wide 
open,” sources within the coun­ 
cil said, despite the recommen­ 
dation of the Price Commission 
Wednesday night to extend gov­ 
ernment controls to raw agri­ 
cultural products. 


Council sources said a num­ 
ber of possibilities are under 
consideration, including doing 
nothing, although the issue of 
food prices has become a politi­ 
cally delicate one in recent 
weeks. 


Among other options are a 
freeze on farm products, par­ 
ticularly meats; limiting retai­ 
lers to a dollar-for-dollar pass­ 
through of cost; and expanding 
meat imports. 


The Price Commission con­ 
sidered the issue of rising food 
prices at a meeting that ex< 
tended into the night, finally 


coming down on a recommen­ 
dation to close one of the first 
exemptions in President Nix­ 
on’s wage-price controls. 


The 
commission 
has 
been 
free to act independently on 
items not singled out for ex­ 
emption, but had to go to the 
parent council for clearance to 
move on food prices. 


Government economists say 
they are worried that slapping 
controls on food prices would 
sharply diminish the supply, 
particularly of meat, a com­ 
modity which has experienced 
high wholesale price rises in re­ 
cent weeks. 
Those increases 
are expected to be reflected 
sharply in retail prices in June. 


One solution, a council source 
said, would be to extend price 
controls to the retail and whole­ 
sale levels, without any con­ 
trols at the farm. Another al­ 
ternative would be a temporary 
freeze on farm products. 


B u t 
economists 
wonder 
whether any of these would 
work since retailers and whole­ 
salers include reports that their 
profit margins are extremely 
narrow.

Consider Anti-Inflation Maneuver 
Meat Prices Worry Nixon 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon, expressing worry 
about rising meat prices, dis­ 
closed Thursday he may tempo­ 
rarily permit unlimited imports 
of foreign beef as an anti-in­ 
flation maneuver. 


At a news conference, the 
President 
discussed 
subjects 
ranging from attempted bug­ 
ging of Democratic National 
Headquarters to antibusing leg­ 
islation he must sign or veto by 
Friday night. 


Hie chief executive said he 
was concerned because “meat 
prices particularly are begin- 


ning to rise again,” although he 
found other news from the in­ 
flation front generally “pretty 
good.” 


He revealed that he had di­ 
rected the Cost of Living Coun­ 
cil to consider ways to increase 
meat supplies and thus relieve 
price pressure. 


Adding that he still questions 
the effectiveness of direct con­ 
trols, Nixon said he was consid­ 
ering a temporary lifting of 
meat quotas as one of a num­ 
ber of possible options. 


The President said the ques­ 
tion of whether to sign or veto 


a 
higher 
education 
bill 
in­ 
cluding antibusing provisions is 
“one of the closest calls I’ve 
had since being in this office.” 


While Nixon described the an­ 
tibusing section as vague and 
ambiguous, he said congres­ 
sional leaders suggest it would 
be “highly doubtful” that he 
could get the higher education 
bill and, at the same time, sep­ 
arate and more stringent anti­ 
busing legislation should he ex­ 
ercise a veto.

Tropical Storm Agnes 
Continues Rampage

Tropical storm Agnes buf­ 
feted 
the 
Eastern 
seaboard 
with up to a foot of rain and 
winds gusting up to gale force 
Thursday, causing widespread 
flooding and the forced evac- 
u a t i o n 
o f 
c o m m u - 
nities. 
Transportation, 
power 
and communications were dis­ 
rupted. 


At least 35 deaths were at­ 
tributed to the storm. 


In 
Pennsylvania, 
an 
“ex­ 
treme 
emergency” 
was 
de­ 
clared, after the storm which 
began as a hurricane dumped 
10 inches of rain. It sent Sus­ 
quehanna 
River 
tributaries 
spilling over banks and took 13 
lives. At least four persons 
were reported missing. 


The National Weather Service 
broadcast a flash flood watch 
through 
midnight 
for 
south­ 
eastern New York and New 
England, except Maine, as the 
storm seethed north from Flori­ 
da and North Carolina. 


The hamlet of Almond, N.Y., 
was evacuated. 


All roads into Baltimore from 
the south were impassable be­ 
cause of high water. Earlier 


fears that a dam holding back 
Lake 
Roland 
might 
break 
eased, and officials cancelled 
an evacuation order for the 
northwest section of the city. 


There were at least seven 
dead elsewhere in Maryland, 
and some 15,000 persons were 
evacuated. Water as high as 
eight 
feet 
was 
reported 
in 
northern areas. 


Amtrak announced that train 
service between New York and 
W a s h i n g t o n was restored 
Thursday evening, but warned 
of five-hour delays in the trip 
which usually takes under four 
hours. Airplanes continued to 
fly- 


in central Pennsylvania, a 63- 
car freight train plunged into a 
swollen creek when a bridge 
collapsed. 
Two trainmen es­ 
caped. 


Government 
workers 
in 
Washington, which recorded up 
to 12 inches of rain, were told 
to 
stay home 
if 
they had 
trouble getting to work. 


Various bridges in the na­ 
tion’s capital and several roads 
were knocked out. About 200 
buses were flooded and unu­ 


sable. The Civil Defense said 
10,000 persons were evacuated 
to 22 emergency centers in 
Maryland. 


In suburban Arlandia, Va., 
flooding 
kept 
firemen 
from 
reaching a $500,000 shopping 
center blaze. They finally used 
a motorboat to pass the 10-foot 
currents. 


The Potomac River was flow­ 
ing at the rate of 150 billion 
gallons a day, a record since 
1942, when the rate was double. 


Authorities had to close Inter­ 
state 95, one of the nation’s ma­ 
jor highways, near Springfield, 
Va., when a runaway barge 
smashed into a bridge spanning 
the Occoquan River. 


About 32,000 telephone lines 
were out of service in the en­ 
tire Washington area, a tele­ 
phone 
company 
spokesman 
said. 
The Virginia Electric 
and Power Co. said 116,500 cus­ 
tomers were without power at 
one point. 


In Maryland, power to Holy 
Cross 
Hospital, 
where 
Gov. 
George C. Wallace is recov­ 
ering, went out, and the hospi­ 
tal had to switch to another 
emergency source. 


House Okays Revenue-Sharing 
To Assist Local Governments 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
House 
approved Thursday a 
plan to distribute about $30 bil­ 
lion in federal funds over five 
years 
to 
financially 
hard- 
pressed states and cities. 


Passage was an election year 
victory 
for 
President 
Nixon 
who originally proposed letting 
local and state governments de­ 
cide how to spend blocks of 
money collected through the 
federal tax system. 


Governors, mayors and other 
local officials had lobbied in the 
House for the bill for over a 
year and Senate passage in 
some form is predicted. 


If approved there, the bill 
would allocate this year $1.8 
billion to the states and $3.5 bil­ 
lion to cities and other local 
governments. The state share 
would go up a maximum of 
$300 million each year for the 
next four years. 


Although the outcome had not 
been in doubt since opponents 
lost 
a 
key procedural vote 


Wednesday, they continued to 
argue that the bill means shar­ 
ing, not revenues, but govern­ 
ment borrowing since the budg­ 
et remains in deficit. 


Proponents said much-needed 
help 
for 
local 
governments 
should have as much priority 
as any other program financed 
by the government. 


There were contentions too 
that the formulas for allocating 
the funds are capricious. 


Rep. James C. Corman, D- 
Calif., 
said 
wealthy 
Beverly 
Hills, Calif., would do relatively 
as well under the bill as a pov­ 
erty-stricken Appalachian com­ 
munity. 


But Rep. Barber B. Conable 
Jr., R-N.Y., argued that reve­ 
nue sharing is itself a tax re­ 
form measure, enabling local 
governments to shift some bur­ 
den from the property tax to 
the more progressive income 
tax paid by all federal tax­ 
payers. 


The state share of the funds 


would be distributed according 
to tax effort by each state, with 
particular weight given to the 
extent each made use of state 
income axes. 


The share for cities, counties 
and other local units would be 
divided under a complex for­ 
mula taking into account popu­ 
lation, urban concentration and 
poverty. 


The bill also provides for 
states, if they wish, to conform 
their income tax laws to the 
federal pattern and let the gov­ 
ernment 
collect 
both. 
This 
would save administrative ex­ 
pense and simplify returns for 
taxpayers. 


But the provision would oper­ 
ate only with the participation 
of five states, representing five 
per cent of taxpayers—a limita­ 
tion opponents said would prob­ 
ably keep the program from 
going into effect. 


The bill now goes to the Sen­ 
ate. 


Union Political Funds 
Survive Court Test 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Un­ 
ions may set up internal cam­ 
paign funds to aid presidential 
and 
congressional 
candidates 
and decide how the money is to 
be used, the Supreme Court 
ruled 6 to 2 Thursday. 


The 1947 Taft-Hartley Act and 
other federal corruption laws 
require only that the political 
funds be segregated from other 
union money and that the mem­ 
bers are not forced into making 
contributions, said Justice Wil­ 
liam J. Brennan Jr. 


The dissenters, Justice Lewis 
F. Powell Jr. and Chief Justice 
Warren E. Burger, complained 
that the decision gives unions 
and corporations “a heretofore 
unrecognized opportunity to in­ 
fluence elections in this coun­ 
try.” 


In a second ruling, the court 
disallowed the split-off of new 
school districts when the effect 
is to slow racial desegregation 
by creating a “refuge for white 
students.” 


Justice Potter Stewart’s 5-4 
opinion, overturning a separate 
system for Emporia, Va„ ap­ 
pears 
to 
reassure 
federal 
judges that district lines 4re 


goal 
of dismantling 
racially 
separate schools. 


The 
four

Blackmun 
and

Rehnquist, dissented in one of 
the few instances when the 
court was not unanimous about 
school desegregation. 


In a third ruling, the court 
said war protestors could be 
barred from distributing hand­ 
bills in a 50-acre shopping cen­ 
ter in Portland, Ore. 


Justice Powell, delivered the 
5-4 decision, said property does 
not lose its private character 
“merely because the public is 
generally invited to use it for 
designated purposes.” 


The decision on union politi- 
cel funds set aside the con­ 
viction of Pipefitters Local 562 
in St. Louis and three of its of­ 
ficials charged by the Justice 
Department with conspiring to 
make hundreds of thousands of 
dollars worth of illegal contri­ 
butions. 


In the schools decision, the 
Court stressed that even though 
Emporia had become a politi­ 
cally independent city, its sepa- 
secondary to the much larger 


ration from the rest of Green­ 
sville County would make the 
outlying rural schools at least 
72 per cent black. 


Moreover, Stewart said, the 
remaining whites in the county 
schools might be inclined to 
flee to private academies and 
the departure of the city’s stu­ 
dents, leadership and financial 
support might have an adverse 
psychological effect on the ru­ 
ral blacks. 


Burger said for the four dis­ 
senters “it is quite true that the 
racial ratios of the two school 
systems would differ, but the 
elimination of such disparities 
is not the mission of deseg­ 
regation.” 


The court was unanimous, 
however, in prohibiting a split 
of the Halifax County, N.C., 
system to give Scotland Neck a 
separate 
district 
in 
which 
whites would be in the major­ 
ity. Burger said the situation 
was different in that the re­ 
maining schools would be over­ 
whelmingly black and that “the 
movement toward creation of a 
separate school system in Scot­ 
land Neck was prompted solely 
by 
the 
likelihood 
of deseg­ 
regation in the county.”

Irish Cease -Fire 
Promise Clouded 


LONDON (AP) - Militants 
of the Irish Republican Army 
and 
the 
British 
government 
have agreed on a cease-fire in 
Northern Ireland after three 
years of bitter conflict that has 
cost 375 lives. 


But the promise of peace in 
the province was immediately 
clouded by rumblings of dis­ 
content among leaders of the 
Protestant majority, suspicious 
of IRA motives. 


There were these 
develop­ 
ments 
on 
Thursday 
in 
the 
three-way 
struggle 
involving 
the ultranationlist Provisional 
wing of the IRA under Roman 
Catholic leadership, ths British 
government and the Protestant 
community: 


—In Dublin the Provisional 
announced: “The IRA will sus­ 
pend offensive operations as 
from midnight, Monday, June 
26, 1972, provided that a public 
reciprocal response 
is forth­ 
coming from the armed forces 
of the British crown.” 


—In London the minister for 


Whitelaw, told the House of 
Commons: “ If offensive oper­ 
ations by the IRA in Northern 
Ireland cease on Monday night, 
Her Majesty’s forces will ob­ 
viously reciprocate.” 


—In Dublin a second IBA 
statement said the movement 
took Whitelaw’s response “as 
an acceptance of a bilateral 
suspension of offensive oper­ 
ations” to begin midnight Mon­ 
day. 


—In Belfast and elsewhere 
Protestant 
groups 
displayed 
uneasiness, some asserting that 
the British and IRA bad secret­ 
ly negotiated a deal

Social Security, Income Tax Rival 


When it was first established back 
in New Deal days, Social Security had 
the goal of insuring that every Ameri­ 
can worker or his family received at 
leavst a minimum pension and that no 
one would be forced in his after-years 
to live in abject poverty. 


It was designed to be self-sus­ 
taining through employe and employer 
contributions. It still is. But from a 
payroll deduction of a fraction of a 
per cent, the Social Security tax now 
represents 
a 
substantial 
chunk 
of 
• money a worker never sees, and may 
never live to collect. 


When scheduled future increases 
already written into law are taken into 
account—^not to mention even higher 
^increases that are being proposed— 
I’^nd when matching employer contribu- 
." tions are added (and most people tend 
^to forget that this doubles the amount), 
lithe Social Security tax begins to rival 
Tlhe income tax paid by many workers. 


Specifically, the Social Security tax 
,j*ate is due to go from its present 5.2 
^|>er cent to 5.7 per cent (11.4 per cent 
:^ith employer tax) next January, on 
.'a wage base of $9,000. The average 
American’s income tax is only about 
^14 per cent. 


Yet 
while 
everyone 
complains 
about inequities in the income tax laws, 
Social Security has replaced mother- 
"Tiood as something few people, cer­ 
tainly few politicians, seem to question. 


When the Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee recently voted to raise the So- 
cal Security tax by 10 per cent next 
year, and the wage base to $10,200, 
those who were opposed did not object 
to the increase but argued that it ought 
to be 20 per cent. 


It is not too early to begin asking 
ourselves just how high the Social Se­ 
curity tax can or should go, and just 
what Social Security can or should be 
expected to accomplish. It is argued 
that it isn’t possible to live decently 


on Social Security. But that was not 
its original purpose. Its purpose was 
to try to erase destitution. 


One thing is sure. If there is need 
for reform in the income tax system, 
there is just as much need for reform 
in the retirement tax system. 


A retired government worker, for 
example, who takes a job in the private 
economy and worJcs long enough to 
qualify for Social Security, can col­ 
lect both his government pension and 
the full minimum Social Security pen­ 
sion. 


Or someone else can collect no end 
of unearned income, such as from an 
annuity, and also receive the full Social 
Security benefits to which he may be 
entitled. 


But an ordinary person who has 
contributed to Social Security all his 
career and has to or wants to work 
after the age of 65 is penalized for 
every dollar he earns over a ridiculous­ 
ly low minimum. He should not be pun­ 
ished at all, for ostensibly Social Se­ 
curity is only paying him back his own 
money. 


There is no question about the 
fact that minimum Social Security 
benefits need to be increased. Yet the 
plight of retired or disabled people to­ 
day, the plight of everyone on a low, 
fixed income, is largely the fault of 
inflation, and inflation, most econo­ 
mists agree, is largely due to irre­ 
sponsible government fiscal policies. 


It is quite probable that 20 years 
from now, the minimum Social Securi­ 
ty benefit may be double what it is 
today—^but because of continued infla­ 
tion, those who will be dependent upon 
the minimum then will be relatively 
no better off than those dependent 
upon it today.

Echeverría s Frank Talk 


When visiting heads of state are 
accorded the signal honor of an invi­ 
tation to address a joint session of Con­ 
gress, they customarily say nice things 
about the relationships between their 
country and ours. Luis Echeverría, the 
president of Mexico, departed resound­ 
ingly from this diplomatic practice. 


Echeverría laid it on the line in 
Inference to U.S. attitudes and prac- 
tfces with regard not only to Mexico 
but also to other so-called Third Wodd 
countries, especially in Latin America. 
He told Congress that Mexico wonders 
why the United States doesn’t apply 
“the same boldness and imagination 
that it applies to solving complex prob­ 
lems with its enemies to the solution 
of simple problems with its friends.” 


Mexico 
and 
similar 
countríes, 
Echeverría said, “are suspicious of the 
pacts between the great powers that 


ignore the rights and interests of the 
less developed nations.” He noted that 
while Washington’s policies with re­ 
gard to the Communist powers have 
become more flexible, such changes 
“have not yet been reflected in the 
policy toward the Third World and 
toward Latin America in particular.” 
He objected to the long delay in work­ 
ing out a promised schedule of tariff 
preferences; he charged that U.S. fail­ 
ure to reduce the salt content of the 
Colorado River has impoverished thou­ 
sands of Mexican farmers. 


This is frank talk, but that is not 
u n w e l c o m e . 
For as Nixon said, 
Mexican-American friendship is “an in­ 
dispensable cornerstone of U.S. foreign 
policy.” That warrants our paying more 
attention to Mexico’s grievances and 
needs. Plain talk helps to clear the air.

A Lot Of Ferment Awaits Democrats 


By BRUCE BIOSSAT 


WASHINGTON (NEA)--Even 
if the 1972 Democratic national 
convention at Miami Beach 
picks the presidential nominee 
quickly next month, its hazy, 
controversial party reforms and 
the vastly altered make-up of 
the delegations could produce 
incredible ferment. 


Full review of the strengths 
and weaknesses of the reforms 
could consume thousands of 
words. I am going to talk here 
about 
just 
one 
phase-the 
strange conflict that has been 
allowed to develop between 
state authority and the Demo­ 
cratic national party. 


Actually, the heralded reform 
guidelines designed for the ad­ 
mirable purpose of opening up 
party 
processes 
brush 
only 
lightly upon the issue of that 
conflict. 


The real source of trouble 
lies in strictures laid down by 
the party at the height of emo­ 
tional heat in the chaotic 19M 
convention in Chicago. In the 
course of getting rid of what 
is called the “unit rule,” by 
which some states bound their 
delegations to act in unison 
rather than divide by majority 
and minority, the 1968 conven­ 
tion broke all restraint. 


In one of the most astonish­ 
ing passages ever committed 
to pririt, it said it would not ask 
any delegate to perform any 
duty which he would consider 
to violate his individual con­ 
science. To enlarge that idea, 
it added: 


“As to any legal, moral or 
ethical obligation arising from 
a unit vote or rule imposed 
either by state law or a state 
convention or state committee 
or primary election of any na­ 
ture ... the convention will look 
to each individual delegate to 
determine for himself the extent 
of such obligation if any.” 


The kindest thing an objective 
reporter can say about that lan­ 
guage is that it is sheer mad­ 
ness conceived in a wild con­ 
vention that had lost its bear­ 
ings. 


Read literally, it is an open 
invitation to national convention 
delegates to violate the law^ 
of their states and Ignore, as 
they choose, any moral or eth­ 
ical limit upon their political 
conduct. 


Some elected 1972 delegates 
have for weeks been talking 
as if they plan to do just that 
when they gather in Miami 
Beach. Mostly these are people 
pledged by law to vote for dis­ 
abled Gov. George Wallace, who 
legally gained their convention 
votes either by winning or plac­ 
ing well in various presidenr 
tial primaries this spring. 


This prospect has surfaced 
in such states as Florida, North 
Carolina, Tennessee and Mary­ 
land. Some chosen delegates 
have Indicated they intend to 


vote for someone other than 
the voters’ presidential choice. 


Now, a profound issue of good 
faith is involved here. Put blunt­ 
ly, it is this; 


What kind of “individual con­ 
science” is it that would tell 
an elected delegate he should 
go to a convention and act di­ 
rectly against the wishes of the 
voters in his state, as expressed 
in open primary balloting? 


The whole purpose of the re­ 
forms is to make the process 
of choosing a nominee fairer, 
more balanced and more open. 
The reforms did not call for

more primaries, but the in­ 
crease this year in their num­ 
ber is tied to Uie demand for 
wider voter participation. 


For the Democratic party to 
tell delegates they hiee<$ not be 
bound by the decision ^ e voters 
made in their states is a pi^m- 
ise an enormous breach of faith 
—misleading at a minimum, de­ 
ceitful and fraudulent at most. 
Why have “voter participation” 
if a delegate is truly free to ig­ 
nore the results of that partici­ 
pation and make his conscience 
supreme?

He will have to operate on a 
thin line between inflexibility, 
which could harden the line of 
his party critics, and com­ 
promises that could lead some 
of his backers to complain 6f a 
return to politics as usual. 


McGovern’s own supporters 
are part of the problem. The 
vast majority of his delegates 
will be at a national convention 
for the first time. There are 
those in the McGovern organ­ 
ization who fear demands for 
hard-line planks in the party 
platform, perhaps for the legal­ 
ization of marijuana and abor­ 
tion. Humphrey has rais^ both 
those topics in his criticism of 
McGovern, who has said he fa­ 
vors neither. 


It will take firm leadership, 
from McGovern and .his cam­ 
paign managers, tov keep, the 
delegates in ointrol.vGai'y Hart, 
the campaign director, said he 
is 
convinced 
the 
delegates 
aligned with McGovern will 
heed the precepts of political 
pragmatism when the time 
comes, and do what is best for 
the man they wanT nominated 
and elected. 


McGovern’s 
strategists 
be­ 
lieve they have 
key ally in 
Sen. ‘ Edward M.' Kennedy as 
they seek^ the nomination and 
the party unity it veill take to 
make it meaningful.

McGovern sources said Ken­ 
nedy made his original state­ 
ment about the vice presidency 
largely because of Muskie’s ef­ 
fort to revive his own candida­ 
cy. They maintain that Kenne­ 
dy believes McGovern will be 
the nominee, and that efforts to 
stop him now can only be divi­ 
sive.

U may he stretciiiag the point, 
nit it seems to me Uial audi- 
nice outside An Loc said much 
about the war in Vietnam. In­ 
deed, the audience told a terri­ 
ble truth about the human spirit 
as well. Rather than rise up 
against or run away from the 
slaughter, the spectators mere­ 
ly accepted it and made the 
best of it. And so it is. After 
27 years of continuing blood­ 
shed, Vietnam has become, for 
many 
observers 
here 
and 
around the world, a kind of 
game—to cheer or jeer from 
the safety of the sidelines. 


Blame it on the endlessness 
of it all, or the futility, or the 
confusion. 
But the 
suffering 
doesn’t numb the globe as it 
once did. The inhumanity no 
longer shocks the conditioned 
population. Ahnost 1.5 million 
soldiers have been killed in the 
conflict. Hardly any of the 30 
million North and South Viet­ 
namese 
have 
escaped 
some 
manner of 
anguish. 
Farms, 
homes and enth-e villages have 
been destroyed. Mothers have 
lost sons. Wives have lost hus­ 
bands. Lovers have lost tomor­ 
rows. Yet the agony is so un- 
i^akable that only a few seem 
to speak of it any more. In­ 
stead, a large number of the 
sideliners are more interested 
in arguing the action itself. 


There is a Protestant super­ 
hawk in the United States who 
goes on national radio every 
afternoon to plead for a Viet­ 
nam “victory for Jesus.” Has 
never been a soldier. Never 
frose in frjgbt during a jungle 
tank attack. 
Never received 
word from the Pentagon of a 
son niissing in action. He is an 
example of the type General 
Sherman had in mind, in 1879, 
when sajdng: “It is only those 
who have neither fired a shot.

The pen­ 
nants on the radical left are 
often as not Viet Cong flags, 
as if to say the enemy is just 
a group of decent fellows who 
have resorted to booby traps 
and child murder so titey can 
live in justice. Hie same kind 
of twisted philosophy is coldly 
apparent in the pronouncements 
of those *‘antiwar*’ people who 
turn to violence to protest vio- 
tence. I know a group in New 
York State which boasts that 
it has detonated “dozens’* of 
street bombs and set 
“whole 
lot” of public buildings on fire- 
all in the name, good grief, of 
peace. 


And it is not only the extrem­ 
ists among us who are ‘'play­ 
ing” at Vietnam. Millions of 
ordinary men, women and chil­ 
dren have chosen to become 
almost professional grandstand- 
ers. The 2.5 million members 
of the American Legion have 
been so stiffly pro-Vietnam that 
the club has lost new recruits 
and old credibilities. The priest­ 
ly Berrigan brothers have been 
so moved in the other direction 
that they resorted to infantile 
vandalism. And whatever would 
have become of the aging, bald­ 
ing, but forever the flower child 
Dave Dellinger if he had not 
had all the war corpses to use 
as stepping stones to the head­ 
lines. 


The list, to be sure, is end­ 
less. The examples go on and 
on.

Both 
sides would surely fight ri^ t 
down to, if necessary, the last 
little brown body in the Orient. 


A game. A few days after 
coming back from my fifth ex­ 
perience in the war, I attended 
a peace rally in lower Manhat­ 
tan. “Hey, man,” one of those 
in attendance said, “wanna play 
frisbee?** I didn’t. But most 
everyone else did. Some kid 
in a bathing suit sang a song 
about bve, a girl with a wash­ 
board tried to intemmt the pro*

O'* .sugge.sts are "gooci for rheu- 
uî.itism, loo.” A teen-age shop 
on Mott Street is peddling am­ 
munition 
belts and guerrilla 
jackets “for the with-it revolu­ 
tionary.” A man in Greenwich 
Village, wearing combat boots, 
insists he has walked around 
the borough of Manhattan once 
a week for the past year so 
that, as he says it, sitraight- 
faced, “I can know what it’s 
like to be a refugee from the 
bombs in Vietnam.” 


It is, all this rot, depressing- 
ly pathetiic. the grown-ups who 
won’t admit boUi sides have 
erred. The kids who pretend 
at agony. The sales pitch to lure 
people’s sympathies or secret 
desires. îfiere is a group in 
New York which wants ta fly 
a “peace phme to Saigon,” only 
it doesn’t have a plane. There 
is a whore on Broadway who 
says she is a hawk or a dove 
dependhig (m the politics of her 
customer, fhere is a schoolboy 
in New Jersey who has told 
classmates that he makes be­ 
lieve chipmunks in the paik 
aré ènemy soldiers then kUls 
them with firecrackers. 


Meanwhile, the real war goes 
on. 


The people still die. 
The suffering continues. 
I recall again that battle for 
control of An Loc. I walked up 
to sit with a group of South 
Vietnamese soldiers. They were 
as young as 16 and as old as 
50, sluniped to the ground in 
the fatigue that foUows a fire* 
fight And there, in the middle

BANGOR, Maine (NEA) - 
If you expect to be flying home 
fiom Europe on a charter flight, 
don’t be surprised if your first 
stop in the U.S.A. is Bangor, 
Maine. 


This small airport with the 
big runway is building a rep­ 
utation 
among 
international 


carriers as a quick place to go 
through 
customs 
and refuel. 
Last year there were 2,424 inter- 
tional landings at the Bangor 
International Airport, up from 
55 four years ago. 


In 1968, BIA was nothing 
more than a shack about the 
size of a two-car garage. It 
had two counters — one for 


tickets and one for car rentals 
— and a couple of vending 
machmes. The runway could 
handle only medium-sized jets. 
The 
entire 
operation 
was 
dwarfed by its neighbor, Dow 
I Air Force Base, home of the 
northeast Strategic Air Com- 
jmand (SAC), 
i Then, in the age of missiles

fense sold the entire $100 mil­ 
lion complex to the city of Ban­ 
gor for $1. At this point the old, 
Yankee Trader instinct took ov­ 
er and the citizens have turned 
their white elephant into an in­ 
ternational jetport and industri­ 
al park. They hoped to break 
even in five years; by the end 
of the third year they cleared 
$14,000 above expenses. 


“It 
has 
turned out much 
better than expected. We found 
there was a great need for a 
facility of 
this kind,” 
says 
Bangor City Manager Merle 
Goff. “After the Air Force left, 
the city’s economy moved up­ 
ward and is now in better shape 
than it was before we lo^t the 
military payroll.” 


Since the military left, more 
than a thousand civilian jobs 
have been created at the airport 
itself and at the several indus­ 
tries that have been attracted 
to the area fey low rents on 


W hile ttie i n c r e a s e u i i m i o s t r y 


is a gratiiyin^i addition to the 
Bangor ticeiio, it's the airport 
itself that is the major source 
of civic pride. For less than 
the Dutch paid for Manhattan, 
Bangor got a two-mile, 300-foot- 
wide runway, auxiliary taxi­ 
way s, 24 refueling stations and 
parking facilities for 35 large 
jets. Built to put more than 
a thousand SAC jets into .the 
air at a moment’s notice, the 
runway is the second longest 
in the eastern United States 
and three times as long as re­ 
quired by the big 747s. Even 
SSTs, if they ever exist, wiU 
not cause problems. 


Such a runway is perfect, of 
course, for emergency landings 
and 
it 
has 
become 
almost 
routine procedure for any flight 
which develops problems whUe 
crossing the Atlantic to head 
for BIA. Located right on the 
Great Circle Route from Europe 
and only 70 miles inside the 


i!!'.;' of

"emergencies" is a fu(;l short­ 
age. Given a storm of head 
winds over the Atlantic or a par­ 
ticularly heavy payload, a large 
jet is unable to carry enough 
fuel to make it nonstop beyond 
New York, and sometimes not 
that far. Since Bangor is so un­ 
crowded, there is no wait for, 
refueling and a plane can be 
on its way again in less than 
an hour. At Boston’s Ix)gan or 
New York’s Kennedy, waits for 
landing clearance, for a turn, 
at the fuel pumps and for take­ 
off clearance can take two or 
three hours. 


For charter flights going to 
inland cities which do not have 
Customs fatuities, the: Bangor 
setup is heaven sent. A routine 
inspection and refueling takes 
an hour to an hour and a half. 
At the same time, the plane 
can restock its galley if it is 
going on to Los Angeles, for 
example.

Apt Ideas

With prices continually on the 
rise, and most people looking 
for ways to save, the coopera­ 
tive food buying club is proving 
itself a successful way to econ­ 
omize. 


A buying club is a number of 
families who have band^ to­ 
gether to buy food and house­ 
hold items in quantity directly 
from 
wholesalers. 
In 
most 
cases these clubs are managing 
to save as much as 20 to 30 per 
cent over retail mark-ups. 


Organizing such a club is 
particularly easy in an apart­ 
ment building or complex be­ 
cause the members are under 
the same roof. If you can find 
10 to 15 families in your apart­ 
ment complex hiterested in re­ 
ducing their grocery bills, here 
is how to go about organizing 
your club. 


At the first meeting elect a 
president, vice-president, treas­ 
urer 
and 
three 
committee 
heads; ordering, paoa^ g and 
finance. 
The 
ordering 
com­ 
mittee is instructed to scout 
around among local food mar­ 
kets and local wholesale outlets 
for items that will offer the 
greatest 
savings. 
Your 
club 
may well find that such items 
as 
produce, 
soap, 
shampoo, 
shaving supplies, paint, some 
hardware 
and 
toys, 
aspirin, 
vitamins and onganic foods of­ 
ten 
ere 
excellent 
bargains. 
Items which usually offer no 
sr.vings or are avoided for vari­ 
ous reasons include coffee, sug­ 


ar and flour, perishables such 
as meat and dairy products, 
and infrequently used products 
such as oregano. 


After wholesalers have been 
selected, 
the 
ordering 
com­ 
mittee 
distributes 
a 
mim­ 
eographed form listi^ jMToducts 
offered and their prices to each 
cliib member cm a specified 
day each week. When the forms 
are returned, the individual or­ 
ders are added up and one or­ 
der is placed with the whole­ 
saler. Each club member then 
stops by for his purchases when 
the order is delivered or picked 
up a couple of days later. 


It usually works best for each 
club member to cratribute |10 
(in cash, thus alleviating book­ 
keeping headaches) to cover 
initial expenses and to pay 
wholesalers for the first order. 
This $10 is then credited to the 
member’s account. When the 
first shipment is delivered and 
members pay for their pur­ 
chases, money is th«n avaUable 
for the next order. The finance 
committee prices the g9ods on 
the order form and collects 
from club members ii^ n they 
pick up their orders. 


The packaging committee is 
responsible for making up indi­ 
vidual orders from tiie balk 
when it is pidced up or deliver­ 
ed. This can be 
in some­ 
one’s living room on **market 
day” or if the order is particu­ 
larly large, you may be able to 
use a neighboring church or 
school hall at no charge.

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MOSCOW (AP) - Andrei D. 
Sakharov, father of the Soviet 
H-bomb and an outspoken critic 
of the Kremlin regime, pro­ 
posed Thursday a bill of rights 
for the Soviet Union and urged 
a massive redirection of Rus­ 
sia’s economic and foreign pol­ 
icies. 


The dissident nuclear physi­ 
cist made public a sweeping re­ 
form program designed to de­ 
mocratize and liberalize Soviet 
society, which he claims is 
threatened from inside by mi­ 
litarization of the economy and 
resurgence of Stalinist prac­ 
tices. 


The paramount goal of the 
program, Sakharov said, is to 
protect human rights. 


“Our society is infected with 
apathy, 
hypocrisy, 
narrow­ 
minded 
egoism 
and 
hidden 
cruelty,” he declared. 


Sakharov said he sent the 
program last year to the Soviet 
Communist party chief, Leonid 
I. Brezhnev. But, he wrote lat­ 
er, “It has gone unanswered.” 


The scientist contended that 
“the single true guarantee of 
human values in the chaos of 
uncontrollable change and trag­ 
ic shocks is the freedom of con­ 
victions of man.” 


Soviet 
society, 
Sakharov 
wrote, “does not require a for­ 
eign policy whose purpose is 
external political stabilization 
or tite widening of zones of in­ 
fluence or export of its ideas.” 


“Messianism, delusions about 
tlie uniqueness and exclusive 
worth of its path and the nega­ 
tion of the worth of the paths of 
others are alien to society. Or­ 
ganically alien are dogmatism, 
adventurism 
and 
aggressive­ 
ness,” he added. 


Sakharov 
condemned

AMA Sidesteps 
Toiichv Doctors’ 
Unions Issue 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
Rushing to adjourn, the Ameri­ 
can Medical Association side­ 
stepped the controversial issues 
of doctors’ unions and the pub­ 
lic’s right to monitor physi­ 
cians’ medical decisions and 
prices. 


With a small amount of de­ 
bate Thursday,, the House of 
Delegates, the AMA’s govern­ 
ing body, referred for further 
study the question of review of 
doctors’ work and fees. 


It also referred for further 
study proposals to establish a 
“study commission to deter­ 
mine the most effective legal 
way to permit collective bar­ 
gaining” which grew out of the 
recent 
formation 
of 
several 
doctors’ unions or “guilds.” 


The AMA did adopt a strong­ 
ly worded stand making it “un­ 
equivocally clear” that insur­ 
ance companies must consult 
with organized medicine before 
determining “usual, customary 
and reasonable” fees. 


Attention had focused Thurs­ 
day on a Pennsylvania resolur 
tion affirming the public’s right 
to review doctors’ fees in an 
federally funded medical pro­ 
gram. 


The resolution elicited spirit­ 
ed debate and fhrst was tabled 
for 
consideration 
Wednesday, 
and then moved back to Thurs­ 
day. 


Pennsylvania doctors had of­ 
fered the measure to substitute 
for a Texas resolution that had 
called for the AMA to continue 
to oppose professional stand- 
a r d s 
review 
organizations 
(PSRO) now before Congress. 


The Pennsylvania group had 
argued that the AMA should re­ 
alize the inevitability of the 
public demanding a, right to 
oversee expenditure of federal 
medical care funds. 


But when the matter was re­ 
opened Thursday, Pennsylvania 
withdrew 
its 
resolutioii 
and 
threw its support to a New 
England delegation resolution 
which supported “the necessity 
for the participation of public 
representatives 
in 
the 
eval­ 
uation 
of 
the 
proper 
ex­ 
penditure of public funds for 
health 
care,” 
However, 
the 
measure rejected any review of 
doctors’ medicid performance 
by other than doctors. 


But as the scheduled noon ad­ 
journment of the House of Dele­ 
gates’ annual convention drew 
close, the California delegation 
proposed that the matter be re­ 
ferred to the AMA’s Council on 
Medical 
Service, a 
body of 
House of 
Delegate members 
who study socioec(momic issues 
facing medicine.

Ameritas, a 
name linked to the break-in at 
the Democratic National Com­ 
mittee 
headquarters, 
is 
the 
name used by a Florida real 
estate partnership formed by a 
business associate of one of 
those arrested in the break-in. 


M[iguel A. Suarez, the busi­ 
ness associate and an Ameritas 
officer, said Bernard L. Bark­ 
er, one of five persons under 
arrest in the break-in and abor­ 
tive bugging attempt, worked 
with the real estate groi^, but 
was not an officer or director 
of the partnership. 


Suarez 
earlier 
denied 
any 
part in the break-in. 


Police and FBI said in Wash­ 
ington Wednesday they were 
looking for four persons who 
gave their organization affilia­ 
tion as Ameritas when they 
checked into a Washington ho­ 
tel 
where Democratic 
head­ 
quarters are located. 


The police were quoted as 
saying that Ameritas was a 
right-wing, 
anti-Castro group. 
Cuban exile sources in Miami 
said they never heard of it in 
such a connection. 


Four of the five men already 
under arrest also gave the 
name Ameritas in checking into 
the hotel May 26-29, police con- 
hrmed. 


An earlier break-in was com­ 
mitted at the Democratic head­ 
quarters May 28, 


Suarez, listed in 1971 as presi­ 
dent of Ameritas, earlier this 
week confirmed that Barker 
was a salesman for one of his 
real estate ventures. 


He 
acknowledged 
Thursday 
that Barker was working with 
the Ameritas group, and said it 
was strictly a real estate part­ 
nership not involved with any 
Cuban revolutionary group. 


Records on file with the Flor­ 
ida secretary of state’s office 
show that the officers and di­ 
rectors of other Suarez ven­ 
tures are mostly the same as 
those for Ameritas. 


Hector DeLara, a Miami ac­ 
countant listed as treasurer of 
Ameritas, said he was sur­ 
prised when a newsman said 
that his name was used. 


Told his name was on corpo­ 
rate papers, he said in an inter­ 
view he would try to learn what 
it was all about. 


Later he said another Ame­ 
ritas 
partner 
told 
him 
the 
group intended to ask him to 
serve as treasurer, but never 
got around to it. DeLara said 
he didn’t know anything about 
Ameritas or whether Barker 
worked for it. 


DeLara said he was told

None of the other officers or 
directors could be reached.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sev­ 
eral thousand women and chil­ 
dren, led by singer Joan Baez, 
formed a ring around the Capi­ 
tol Thursday in a demand that 
Congress cut off funding for the 
Vietnam War. 


‘More than $4.5 billion will 
go next year into blowing up 
Indochina,” 
Miss Baez 
said. 
“We’re saying, keep that mon­ 
ey at home. For God’s sake, dk) 
something intelligent with it 
and stop burning people to 
death.” 


The demonstration was billed 
as “an action by the women 
and children of America for the 
women 
and children of In 
dochina.” 


Organizers said the demon­ 
stration would have been even 
larger if it were not for flood 
conditions in the Northeast. 


The 
demonstrators 
linked 
hands 
and formed 
a 
circle 
around the Capitol, a distance 
of between a half mile and a 
mile. There were a few men in 
the circle. 


Also leading the march were 
LaDonna Harris, wife of Sen, 
Fred Harris, D-Okla., and ac­ 
tress Candice Bergen. 


There was one contingent of 
grandmothers wearuig red rib­ 
bons across their chests pro­ 
claiming “grandmother.” 
Sheilah Cohen, who said her 
brother, Mike, had been a pris­ 
oner of war for five years, told 
the demonstrators;

One 
wieek after the operation, the 
doctor gave him a cobalt treat- 
meiit, and three days later, he 
'died^ What chance did he have 
of living or how long could he 
have lived? 


Dear Reader—No "one can an­ 
swer that question in any in- 
dividuil case exactly. There 
have been some astonishing ex­ 
amples of people who have liv­ 
ed much longer than usual even 
though they have very advanc­ 
ed malignant disease. 


A person with cancer of the 
lung which has akeady spread 
as your letter suggests, has only 


a minimal chance of living very 
long after the operation. 


lliis does not mean that all 
cancers of the lung are hope­ 
less. A number of them have 
been detected early enough to 
result in a cure for five or more 
years. 


Cancer d the lungs is one 
of the most common cancers 
in men and 90 pw cent occur 
in 
cigarette 
smokers. 
Indi­ 
viduals who are heavy smokers 
are the ones who most often 
devetop cancer of the lungs. 
There are some types of can­ 
cer of the lungs which are rela-

er. Where can one have such, 
surgery done and how long a 
period of hospitalization would 
be involved?

HOOPA, 
Calif. 
(NEA)-The 
road veers left off State High­ 
way 96 in the Bigfoot Country 
at Weitohpee—a general store 
and a bridge over the Klamath 
Riv«*. It’s a narrow two-lane 
blacktop with gravel filling in 
potholes, and some places it 
has busted away completely, 
eroding into the river. Eighteen 
miles 
downstream 
it 
ends 
abruptly at a little Indian set- 
ttem^t called Johnson’s. 


Civilisation, such as it is, ends 
here, too. 


the 18 tortuous miles in these 
primitive mountains of northern 
Cali^nia, up toward thé Ore­ 
gon border, are a part of the 
Hoopa Indian reservation called 
the Extension. 


There’s no electricity here. 
There is no running water, 
either. 


And so the Indians in the soli­ 
tary, isolated cabins just, tap 
a plastic pipe into the streams 
c(Hiirsing down 
the 
hillside, 
where tlie pigs also graze. 


“ My kids,” remembers Lena 
McCovey, ‘‘always used to get 
sick from liie water.” 


Lena livéd the early years 
of her marrirà life here and 
one day intebds to come back 
to its tranquility. 


It’s beautiful. But with the 
blue-hazed beauty of the tree- 
clad mountains there is priva­ 
tion. 


There are 63 people and three 
radio-phones in the isolated poc­ 
ket 
on 
the 
b ai^ 
the 
Klamath. They live in little 
more than shacks. The Indians 
can’t get jobs. They feel the 
sting of minority people, here 
on their own reservation and 
in all of Humboldt County, 
where the giant redwoods rise 
above the Pacific.

CHICAGO (A P) 
Air traffic 
controllers have the highest in­ 
cidence of peptic ulcers of any 
known groiq), says a physician 
who has studied these workers. 


And he blames it on (me fac 
tor—stress. 
, 


This stress, says Dr. Richard 
R. Grayson, grows out ^ tte 
controller’s fear of cau«Mg a 
collision of airplanes. 


Grayson, 
of 
suburban 
St. 
Charles, is president of the 
American 
Academy 
of 
Air 
Traffic Control Medicine. 


He reported at a recent semi­ 
nar iqionsored by the academy 
and the department of psy­ 
chiatry of Northwestern Uni­ 
versity Medical School on his 
stkidy of 111 air traffic con­ 
trollers. 


He examined these men in 
the year after a sickout staged 
in March 1970 by the' Con­ 
trollers ih a dispute with the 
Federal 
Aviation 
Adminis­ 
tration, their emptoyer. 


Eighty-six of them had symp­ 
toms of peptic ulcer serious 
enough that they were referred 
to radiologists for X-ray stud­ 
ies. Sbdy-six were found to 
have some sort of gastrointes­ 
tinal illness, including 96 with 
peptic ulcer. 


This rate of 32.4 per cent with 
peptic 
ulcer 
represents 
the 
nigbest incidence of any group 
reported in the medical liter­ 
ature, Grayson said. 


For this group of Workers, 
the physician liid , “ in a sense 
there is only one stress-4he 
controller’s fear of causing a 
midair collision.” 


Grayson said to prevent this 
stress and the ulcer, the air­ 
lines should install an independ­ 
ent backup collision-avoidance 
system which would operate 
from the airborne planes. 


He said estimates of near-col- 
lision on inflight planes range 
from 2,500 to 7,500 a year in the 
United States. 


One controller at a busy air­ 
port, whose case was cited, es­ 
timated that he was involved in 
at least 50 near-collisions in two 
years. 


After one close one, the con­ 
troller was quoted as saying, 
felt like I had just been In a 
bad automobile accident and 
had come out of it unscathed. I 
was nauseated, felt weak, my 
heart was racing and my hands 
were sweating.” 


Grayson said, “A narrowly 
averted midair collision caused 
by one of these conscientious, 
intelligent, 
punctilious 
young 
men Iws the same effect <m 
him as if he himself had just 
escapé death by 
a hair’s 
breadth.” 


Thè isymptoms that follow in­ 
clude anxiety, insomnia, short­ 
ness of breath and irritability, 
“ plus their spin-off effects of 
marital 
discord 
and 
inter­ 
personal anim(»ities,” he said. 


There are not enough con­ 
trollers, Grayson said, so those 
who are wodcing are fai* 
from the lack of rest 
too much overtime work, too 
little vacation. 


F r e q u e n t shift rotation 
throws tM controllers* biologi­ 
cal 
of equilibrium, 
the physician said, and noise, 
poor lig h ^ , crowded working 
conditions and lack of a pince 
for rest and recreation dur|ng 
ti^akp further contp^ 
to 
their malaise. 


Lena McCovey is one of them, 
She’s a Yur(^ Indian, born at 
the mouth of tbe Klamath River 
where it empties into the Pa­ 
cific, and was married to a 
Hoopa. Now she lives in Eure­ 
ka and works for the state of 
California in the office of Hu­ 
man Resources Development. 
Hei* responsibility: Get jobs for 
Indians. She places three a 
month. There are 7,000 Indians 
in Humbolt County, with an un­ 
employment rate of 68 per cent. 


One. of the jobless is Lena’s 
son, Frank. He has completed 
two years of college at Hum­ 
boldt State and is also a crafts­ 
man, a cabinet maker. But he 
hae chosen to come back here 
to the Hoopa Extension, with 
his wife and two children and 
the no lights and running water. 
Why? 


“ I don’t have to put up with 
all the bull...,” he mutters. 
He has just driven up on his 
motorcycle to say hello to Lena. 
He’s in a T-shirt, belly hanging 
over his jeans, stubble on hie 
chin and scratches on his elbow, 
memento of a fall on his bike. 


What does he ^ here to keep 
occupied. “We just rap. We 
don’t even play the radio.” 


And the kids, do they like it? 
“They got the biggest sand 
box in the world to play in.” 
He points to a ^nd bog on the 
broad Klamath River below the 
road. 


Later, Lena eays, “Just try 
to get an Indian hired on a de­ 
cent job. That’ll tell the stoiy 
of how minority groups are 
treated here in this prejudiced 
area. If I seiid four girls out 
to a job application, the <me 
that looks least Indian will be 
hired.” 


But they all stay here in this 
north 
country 
because 
it’s 
home. Two old Indian ladies, 
Carrie 
Turner 
and Frances 
Robinson, 
spend 
their 
days 
watching the sun filter over 
the river. They have lived all 
their lives here. Only occasion 
ally does the outside 
touch

feeling, “ Bless you.” 


The lethargy of tiiese remote 
people is occasionally interrupt­ 
ed, however, by the young and 
ambitious ones. Paid Masten, 
who has spent all his life on 
the reservation, too, is 26. He 
is a logger. He went “ out into 
the brush” at 16. Now he has 
12 men working for him—the 
only Indian entrepreneur on the 
reservation, whose enngle re­ 
source is timberland.

The American Invasion 


(Last of Two Parts.)

MUNICH, West Germany — 
(NEA) — German television ex­ 
ecutive 
Robert Lembke was 
smiling right at ABC-TV Sports 
president Roone Arledge when 
he said it, but he still said it: 


“ABC thinks the Olynpics are 
an American thing the rest of 
the world is allowed to parti­ 
cipate in.” 


Lembke is the director of the 
German Olympic Center of Rad­ 
io and Television (DOZ), which 
was formed by Germany’s two 
main television organizations to 
broadcast the Olympic games 
from .Munich this August. DOZ 
will have more than 100 color 
cameras covering the games 
and supplying the only picture 
for every television-using coun­ 
try in the world except one, the 
United States. 


ABC will have 16 of its own 
cameras 
supplementing 
the 
Germans’ coverage so that U.S. 
audiences can be sure that if 
any Olympian so much as twi­ 
tches without the event being 
recoixled for 
posterity, 
that 
Olympian won’t be an Ameri­ 
can. 


“Actual^, I think it’s per­ 
fectly 
all right 
for 
Ameri­ 
cans to want special coverage,” 
Lembke says, even when Ar­ 
ledge is out of ear-shot. “I know 
that if Germany won that many 
medals, the pe(^le would go 
crazy. You underplay it, if any­ 
thing.” 


The Olympics may have been 
underplayed in the past, but 
ABC has pounced on the Games 
like a dog clamping its teeth 
on the only bone in town. 


The network has scheduled 
66^ hours of coverà^, much 
of it in prime evemng time, 
from a preview <m Aug. 25, the 
day before the G am ^ open, 
through a roundup on Sept. 10, 
the day they close. 


The coverage will cost ABC 
around 
million— including 
$13.5 million paid to the Inter­ 
national Olympic Committee for 
broadcasting ri^ ts — and ABC 
sports network vice-president 
Chuck Howard says the best 
he hopes for financially is to 
break even, despite a $48,000 
per minute price tag for spon­ 
sors. 


But 
Howard 
admits 
that 
ABC is not altruistic enough 
to go to all this trouble just to 
make 
sure 
American 
audi­ 
ences don’t miss seeing Jim 
Ryun take off his sweat pants. 


“There are two main rea­ 
sons, we’re 
involved,” 
How­ 
ard says, “one is the prestige 
of having the Oljmipic Games 
on our network. The other is 
the impetus we hope this will 
give us for the new television 
season that starts right after 
the Games end. With the other 
networks carrying reruns at the 
end of the summer, we should 
be able to grab most (rf the aud­ 
ience and we hope a lot of that 
will carry over even after the 
Olympics.” 


The anti - American tenden­ 
cies Ijembke alluded to more 
or less jokingly are one of them. 
As far back as the Berlin 
Olympics in 1936, many Europ­ 
eans were “thoroughly weary 
and disgusted” with American 
domination of the Games, ac> 
cording to a New York Times 
dispatch from Berlin.

— Jerry Lucas will in short 
order become the tallest magi­ 
cian on record. 


Back in Middletown, Ohio, 
Jerry was a shy kid who spurt­ 
ed inordinately to the height 
of six feet eight inches at the 
age of 14, and stopped abruptly. 


There he met Hawkeye Harv­ 
ey, who was in the trucking 
business. Hawkeye was an ama­ 
teur magician who fU p ^ card 
tricks.Jerry was an attentive 
audience, and when he got out 
of high school Hawkeye was 
ready to ^ow him the invisible 
deck trick. Jerry pulls it often. 


He extends an invisible deck. 
You draw an imaginary card 
from it. “Put it back,” orders 
Jerry, stretching out the panto- 
mine. “Upside down.” You then 
tell him what the make-believe 
card is. Jerry pulls a real deck 
from his inside coat pocket and 
spreads it out, face up. Only 
one card is reversed. That’s 
the card you named. It never 
fails. 


Of course, Jerry’s magical 
talents were always dwarfed 
by his ability as a basketball 
player — from the best high 
school player in the nation, to 
the best collegian in the nation 
(at 
Ohio State), 
to 
a 
pro 
career approaching its lOth year 
and 
in 
its 
most rewarding 
phase. 


He was traded to the New 
York Knicks a year ago, and 
through an injury to Willis 
Reed was thrust into the vital 
pivot role on a team which 
reached the NBA championship 
finals. 


“New 
York 
is 
the 
best 
place 
in the 
world to play 
basketball,” he 
says. 
“The 
fans are the most sophisticate. 
It’s fun to play in front of a 
crowd like that. The way the 
Knicks play basketball is the 
way it should be played, I had 
always wanted to play center 
in the NBA, but I was never 
thought of as a center because 
I’m 6-8.” 


New York also gave him ex 
posure — two ai^arances on 
the Johnny Carson show, where 
the other facets of Jerry, his 
interest in magic and memory 
tricks, were revealed, 


“They were my hobby for 
20 years,” he says, “but for 
10 of those years not a soul 
knew about it.

NEW YORK (AP) - While a 
major battle is loudly waged 
between 
advocates 
of 
the 
present “fault” system of ve­ 
hicle insurance and proponenta 
of ‘‘no-fault,” another battle is 
being 
fought 
between 
Blue 
Cross and auto insurers. 


To say that the second con­ 
flict is a smaller one might 
cause one to misjudge its size. 
It too involves hundreds of mil­ 
lions of dollars, even billions, 
and eventually might set off 
just as many fireworks. 


But in the present legislative 
context, it is the battle within 
the battle, the broader one 
being whether states should re­ 
main with fault insurance, in 
which payments are made by 
the negligent driver’s insurer, 
or no-fault, in which the driv­ 
er’s own insurer pays, regard­ 
less of fault. 


Blue Cross, which provides 
health insurance coverage for 
75 
million 
subscribers, 
feels 
that it should cmtinue to be the 
primary provider under any 
state or federal no-fault plans. 


Some 
automobile 
insurers 
feel differently. With big pre­ 
miums at stake, they seek a 
major role in selling health 
coverage as part of the over-ali 
auto insurance package. 


So far, Blue Cross has been 
waging a less than successful 
battle, having won no clear-cut 
victory in any of the seven 
state plans that qualify, more 
or less, as no-fault. It is still 
fighting in other states and 
Washington, D.C. 


The auto insurers, says a 
Blue 
Cross 
spokesman, 
are 
powerful lobbyists, but nonprof­ 
it Blue Cross still hopes to 
make a major impact on any 
federal legislation. 


Although a federal no-fault 
law is unlikely in this session of 
Congress, there is a possibility 
that sometime in the next year 
or so Congress will at least set 
up guidelines within which the 
states must work. 


Why does Blue Cross want 
the business? First of all, be­ 
cause it already has it. 


In 
the 
view 
of 
Walter 
McNerney, Blue Cross presi­ 
dent, auto insurers should sup­ 
plement regular health care 
protection 
only 
if 
primary 
health coverage is inadequate 
to cover the cost of care. 


If 75 million Americans are 
already covered i>y Blue Cross, 
he argues, why should they be 
forced to pay additional pre­ 
miums for duplicate coverage 
by auto insurers? 


And there is the matter of ef­ 
ficiency and cost. “Our over­ 
head is only 7 cents on the dol­ 
lar,” says McNerney. “Theirs 
is 40 cents.” 


More than $1 billion in medi­ 
cal expenses will be paid be­ 
cause of automobile accidents 
this year. If these expenses 
were underwritten solely by 
a u t o 
insurers, 
McNerney 
claims, that bill would rise by 
$400 million. 


By contrast, he adds, if Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield had sole 
responsibility for underwriting 
these expenses, administrative 
or operating costs would add 
only $70 million to the bill, or 
$330 ntiilion less. 


Moreover, he adds, the na­ 
tion’s 74 Blue Cross plans are 
in a much stronger positi(m to 
exert pressure on health care 
costs, which have been rising 
swiftly. He claims that Blue 
Cross is now geared to saving.

LONDON (AP) - The banlc 
of England increased its prime 
lending rate from 5 to 6 per 
cent Thursday in an attempt to 
ease 
pressures 
against 
the 
pound sterling. 


The rate, the standard for hi- 
terest rates charged by banics 
throughout the sterling bloc, 
had been 5 per cent since Sep­ 
tember 1971. 


The increase should attract 
foreign money to London and 
so diminish the current rush to 
sell sterling. 


At the same time it will dis­ 
courage some consumer spend­ 
ing in Britain by makhig in­ 
stallment 
buying 
more 
ex­ 
pensive. This should reduce de­ 
mand for expensive imports 
and help correct Britain’s re­ 
cent adverse balance of trade. 


The pound meanwhile met re­ 
newed pressure in an erratic 
marlcet amid persistent tallt of 
devaluation. 


The pound was quoted in ear­ 
ly dealings at $2.5710 against 
Wednesday’s closing price of 
$2.5775. Within 20 mmutes it 
sagged to $2.5625, then contin-

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A 
dermatologist 
has 
warned 
blacks that the popular Afro 
hairstyle can cause scalp in­ 
fection, hair breakage and even 
premature baldness if the hair 
is 
“insulted” 
frequently 
to 
achieve the Afro look. 


But Dr. Algie C. Brown of 
Emory University in Atlanta, 
Ga., was careful in a news con­ 
ference Wednesday not to say 
blacks 
shouldn’t 
wear 
the 
bushy hairstyles that became 
popular in the 1960s. 


Brown presented a paper be­ 
fore the American Medical As­ 
sociation meeting here in which 
he and colleagues, including 
Emory’s coordinator of black 
studies, 
reported 
results 
of 
studying Afros and the derma- 
tological problems they pro­ 
duce. 


‘What we’re doing is calling 
attention 
to 
the 
problem,” 
Brown said. “There is a prob­ 
lem, but there are ways to 
overcome it.” 


Excessive hair breakage is 
the main problem, he said, 
caused by use of harsh chem­ 
ical straighteners, hot combs 
and petroleum based ^ cosmet­ 
ics—all used to make the hair 
stand out. 


But these “insults,” he said, 
if used daily over the period of 
several years can cause in­ 
fection in the hair follicles~the 
area where each strand of hair 
grows from the skhi. 


At worst, the breakage and 
infection 
is 
accompanied 
by 
permanent, 
premature 
hair 
loss. 


The physician, who is white, 
said he and his colleagues have 
seen about 25 cases of such pre­ 
mature baldness in the last two 
years. 


To avoid the possibility of 
problems with 
Afros, Brown 
said, wearers should avoid us­ 
ing Afro picks—special combs— 
or “teasing” to make the hair 
stand 
out. 
Harsh 
chemicals 
such as straighteners and pet­ 
roleum base dressings also are 
discouraged, along with heated 
combs. 


“We suggest wearing the hair 
in its true natural style—the 
way it grows,” he said. 


He recommended shampooing 
two or three times weekly fol 
lowed by combing out and a 
light dressing to add a sheen if 
desired.

The 
result was an all-leather brace 
faced with soft deerskin to go 
next to the grafts. Kearey will 
get it later this week. 


All the work was done with 
the approval of prison author­ 
ities and cooperation of the Al­ 
lisons, who had a plaster cast 
made of Kearey’s neck and 
sent it to Folsom. The inmates 
paid for brace materials, which 
cost a little under $100. 


The prison declined to give 
further information on Baxter 
and Leach.

DRAFTEES HAVE 
OPTION OF JOINING 
NATIONAL GUARD 


WASHINGTON (U PI)-In an 
attempt to fill the depleted 
ranks of the National Guard 
and 
reserves, 
the 
Selective 
Service System announced yes 
terday that for the first time 
Army draftees have the option 
of joining the standby services. 


Draftees who accept service 
in the Guard or reserves need 
spend as little as four months 
on 
active duty. 
The 
Army 
draftee tour is two years. Those 
choosing the new option will 
have a military obligation of six 
years. 


The new regulations go into 
effect July 1. 


More than a year ago, the 
Guard and reserves had waiting 
lists of well over 100,000 men. 
as draft age men tried to get 
into standby units before they 
received 
draft 
notices 
that 
might send them to Vietnam. 


But in the past year the draft 
has fallen to its lowest leve] 
since before the Korean War, 
removing the chief inducement 
men had to join the Guard and 
reserves. 


Waiting 
lists 
have

peared enlirely. The Guard and 
reserves, 
which 
have 
an 
authorized strength of 1 million, 
are about 60,000 men short and 
continuing 
to 
slip. 
Officials 
have

today allow a man up to 20 
days after the date on his 
induction notice to find a Guard

The rest of the time he would 
have to attend weekly drills and 
put in two weeks active dutj^ 
training each year.

The Illinois Senate Wednesday

“There are not more than a 
dozen trucks of this type in Il­ 
linois,” said Ozinga, one of 
eight senators voting no. 


Jack E. Walk­ 
er, R-Lansing, speaking in be­ 
half of Sen. William Harris, R- 
Pontiac, the Senate sponsor ab­ 
sent because of illness, said, 
“This applies to all ready-mix 
trucks. It permits trucks to 
hold one more yard of con­ 
crete.”

COPENHAGEN (AP) - 
American researcher says 
has discovered a method of re­ 
juvenating blood that has been 
stored so long it is considered 
useless. 


One scientist said this would 
make it possible for most of the 
blood that is collected in hospi­ 
tals and blood banks to be put 
to good use. Scientists believe a 
substantial amount is now lost 
because it is not used within a 
certain time. 


Under the new method dis­ 
covered by Dr. C. Robert Va­ 
leri of the U.S. Naval Hospital 
in Chelsea, Mass., the blood is 
rejuvenated with a “cocktail” 
of compounds, frozen, and then 
is available for transfusion for 
as long as a year. 


Dr. Valeri told the 8th Inter­ 
national Congress on Clinical 
Chemistry on Wednesday that 
old and untreated blood does 
not contain enough of the com­ 
pounds 
which help transport 
and release a dequired amount 
of oxygen. 


This was discovered, he ex­ 
plained, during treatment of se­ 
verely wounded Vietnam veter­ 
ans who failed to respond satis­ 
factorily to blood transfusions. 


Dr. Valeri said use of the 
rejuventaed blood quickly pro­ 
duced a satisfactory reaction 
and the soldiers felt better. 


The “cocktail” used by the 
Chelsea researcher to revive 
the blood was a combination of 
inosine, 
pyruvate, 
phosphate 
and glucose, he reported.

unanimously 
by

Thursday 
and 
sent 
to 
the 
House. 


The senate also gave final ap­ 
proval and shipped to Gov. 
Richard B. Ogüvie’s desk a 
measure to shield farm equip­ 
ment from the tax. 


Meanwhile, the House killed 
a major move to impose a two- 
year freeze on most local real 
estate taxes. 


The chief bill passed by the 
Senate would allow state resi­ 
dents to exempt $5,000 in per­ 
sonal property from the tax. 


Estimates of the number of 
residents who would no longer 
pay personal property taxes—if 
the 
measure 
passes 
the 
House—ranged up to 97 per 
cent. 


The 
House 
already 
has 
passed a diffei'ent version of 
the bill, 
which would have 
granted a $7,500 exemption. 


As the personal property tax 
bill sailed through the Senate, 
members 
attacked the levy, 
which has become a top issue 
in state politics, as “an ana­ 
thema to our people” and “hor­ 
rendous, unei^orceable and in­ 
equitable.” 


The exemption biU is the 
product of a bipartisan com­ 
mittee 
formed 
by 
majority 
leader Cecil A. Partee of Chi­ 
cago 
to 
fashion 
personal 
p r(^ rty tax relief legislation. 


Abolished 
by 
a 
November 
1970 statewide referendum, the 
personal property tax on indi­ 
viduals was, in effecit, reün- 
posed by a state Supreme Court 
decision last year. 


The iiigh court ruled that it 
was unconstitutional to free in­ 
dividuals from the levy without

rations. 


Partee said in’ a statement 
that when the $5,000 exemption 
becomes law “probably 96 or 97 
per cent of all individuals, 
farmers and small businessmen 
in the state will no longer have 
to pay a cent of personal prop­ 
erty tax.”

Terrel E. Clarke, R-Westem 
Springs, said that the bill, if ap­ 
proved by the House, would 
mean “that in an average Il­ 
linois community, anyone who 
this year paid less than $250 in 
personal property tax will find 
himself no longer paying any 
such tax.”

SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) - 
The Illinois Senate adjourned 
abruptly Thursday after major­ 
ity Democrats hobbled a pro­ 
posed $561 million bond issue, a 
Republican prize, by requiring 
pojpular approval in the Novem­ 
ber election. 


“You know what that does to 
the bond bill, don’t you?” , said 
a Democratic senator privately. 
“That makes it worthless.” 


Hie measure has been a key­ 
stone not only of Gov. Richard 
B. Ogtlvie’s budgét, where it 
would provide funds for univer­ 
sity, prison and state park im- 
proveménts, but was the Re­ 
publican plum in a bipartisan 
assembly 
agreement 
givüig 
i^m ocrats benefits mostly for 
Chicago public 
transportation 
and schools. 


^ 
amendment apparently 
not only shattered the agree­ 
ment but aggravated tira hnpa- 
tience of senators who wanted 
to quit for the weekend. A deci­ 
sion on the bond issue could 
come Friday. 


Although 
Democrats 
pre­ 
vailed on the 26-21 vote, the 
prevailing side included one 
[lepublican, 
Sen. 
Jack 
T. 
Knuepfer 
of 
Elmhurst, 
an 
avowed foe of tax mcreases 
without referendum. 


The losmg side mcluded one 
Democrat, Sen. Cecil A. Partee 
of Chicago, the majority leader. 
Through an aide, Partee re- 


j used to explahi his vote except 
to say he did not know why he 
)ted as he did. 
After 
adjournment, 
Partee 
said in an hiterview the Senate 
would resume work early Fri­ 
day mormng. “By. then things 
wiU have cooled off and settled 
dovm,” he said. 


However, 
Sen. 
Terrel 
E. 
Clarke, R-Westem Springs, the 
mimrity leader, did not agree. 


Clarke said the question of 
whether it would be profitable 
to continue workmg with an at­ 
tempt to finish this week or 
weekend depended on what was 
accomplished Friday. 


The test, he said, was wheth 
er key legislatkin was advanced 
Friday to the point that all fi­ 
nal action could he wrapped up 
by Saturday. 


If there were any danger of 
the session running into Sun­ 
day, Clarke said, threatened 
absenteeism would become a 
reality and could ruin attempts 
at passage votes on some con­ 
troversial bills. 


Sen. James Donnewald, 
Bieese, an assistant majority 
1er, proposed the amend­ 
ment. 


“I have been reading about 
such deals by leadership, 
know of no such deals,” he 
said. 


“I want the electwate to 
make the deal,” said Donne­ 
wald. “If they want it, fhie.” 
S«i. Stanley B. Weaver, R— 
Urbana, Senate sponsor of the 
House bill authorizing the bond 
issue, fought the amendment. 
He declared the bonds would fi­ 
nance scores of ¡nrojects which 
had been demanded by sena- 
lors fw their districts. 


Immediately after the action, 
Republicans issued a call for a 
caucus, and Democrats follow­ 
ed suit.
